HOW OYSTERS ARE FATTENED. 


Very few persons who feast on the 


largo and toothsome oynteri which are 
served up at the raw boxes 'of munYof 
tbe oyster houses in this city have tbe 
remotest idea from what source the 
luscious bivalves arc obtained 
or in 


what manner they arc fattened. 


Tho oyster obtained from Tangier 


Sound, Linnhavcn, and nlmt in known 
as the Seaside oysters, arc a rather 
(small oyster, enclosed in an immense 
(shell, their native clement being salt 
water. 
These oysters, when dredged 


and brought to the JlaUimorii market, 
ure sold to tbe packers and others at 
the rate of CO cents » bushel 


Recently a plan has been discovered 


by which these oysters can be not only 
fattened in a very short time, but their 
value enhanced at least 150 per cent. 
Two of the large oyster packing firms 
arc now engaged in this businesri, anil 
the manner of procedure is described as 
follows by one who lias watched tho 
operation 


When the ojsters are unloaded from 


thu pungics they are transferred to 
scows, over which a deck is built, and 
on which deck the oysters are placed. 
Kae.li of tho HCOWS will carry a deck- 
load of about (SOU bushels of oysters.— 
The BCOWS are then towed to a point in 
tho Piitapsco river near tho Ferry Bur 
bridge, where the water is quite shallow. 


The vacant space in the scow, be- 


tween tho deck and the bottom, is filled 
with water by means of a vulve and the 
hrovr in sunk. There she ia left during 
two 
flood-tides, 
when 
tho water is 


pumpeil from her by means of a small 
Machine provided for tho purpose., and 
the hcowa are then towed up to thr eity 
again. 


Tho change from the tail tn the 


fresh water and tho immcriioii of tlic 
oyster during these flood-tides, It is said, 
fattens them until what was at first but 
a comparatively insignificant ojster be- 
eona'H a plump and luscious bnaKr, 
filling its entire, immeiiM! shell.

Low Tempentnm ficnfraL 


Report! from Various Localities. 


Thursday was tho coldest day we hare 


bad eince winter, with its cutting wind 
and beautiful suow, made its advent. At 
Close & Grlswold'a corner, nt 8 o'clock 
yesterday morning, tho mercury stood at 
19 degrees bolow zero, and a freezing 
northwester caused pedestrians to rush 
with quickened stops wherever business 
called them.
